TH: TREATY ORITIC.SEC. 


Considerabie Comment on Provisions of Our 
Convention with Russia. 

Washington, March 28.—No treaty 
has come before the senate in 
late years that has secured more pub- 
he attention than that which was recently 
conciuded between the government of the 
czar and the United States. It has been 
severely criticised by its opponents and 
said to be the tirst stroke against the lib- 
erty of those who flee to America to escape 
political persecution. In the past two or 
three executive sessions of the senate, there 
has been quite a debute over the proposition 
to reieuse tne injunction of ecrecy and per- 
mit tue people to know exactly what it 
contains. A resoluuon was introduced yes- 
teruay to remove this injunction of secrecy 
but it was referred to the committee on 
foreign relations and that committee has not 
yet reported. ‘tie majority of the sena- 
tors want the matter made public for the 
reason tuat the text of the treaty has been 
wrongly stated by the public prints and the 
senators have been, as they claimed, unjust 
ly criticised. a 

The senate is also Willing that the text 
treaty should go out, but there is not such 
a unanimity of sentiment concerning the 
propriety of publishing the accompanying 
correspondence. The committee on foreign 
relations is in communication with the of- 
ficials of the state department and as soon 
as au agreement is reached, the agreement 
to raie the secrecy will be favorably report- 
ed to the senate. The criticism of this 
treaty is principally directed against the ar- 
ticle which is said to make the commission 
of political offeuses extraditable. The lan- 
guage of this clause in identical with that 
found in the treaty with Belgium. In that 
treaty it is provided that “the provisions 
of this convention shall not be applicable to 
persons guilty of any political offense or 
crime, or of one connected with such a 
crime or offense.” 

It also provides that an attempt against 
the life of the head of a foreign govern- 
ment, or against that of any member of 
his family, when such attempt comprises 
the act either of murder or assassination, 
er of poisoning, shall not be considered a 
political offense or ane act connected with 
such an offense. In the public prints there 
has appeared at the end of such a clause 
the wods and shall not be extraditable. 
No such affirmative statement appears in 
the treaty.

GEN. E. KIRBY SMITH. 


The Illustrious Soldier {and Teacher Is 


AND WITH HIM THE LAS? GENERAL 


On; Hither. Side During the Late 
War Is Gone. 


SKETCH OF HIS REMARKABLE CAREER. 


Descended from a Line of Soldiers, He 
Was Conspicuous in Both the 
Mexican and Civil Wars. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 28.—A Sewanee, 
Tenn., special to The American says: 
General E. Kirby Smith, professor of math- 
ematics in the University of the South since 
1875, died here this afternoon at 3:25 
o'clock. For two years his health has been 
declining and two weeks ago he was taken 
sick in New Orleans and was confined to 
his bed for five or six days, but recovered 
sufficiently to travel and reported at Se- 
wanee ready for duty Monday, March 19th. 
Two days afterwards he caught cold. A 
relapse ensued. His condition was compli- 
cated by congestion of the right lung. Every- 
thing in human power was done to save him, 
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GENERAL KIRBY SMITH, 


but from the first it was evident that the 
chances were against his recovery. Once or 
twice during temporary periods of semi-con- 
sciousness his mind wandered through past 
scenes and he ordered the batteries to come 
Karty. this morning he became- f 

pus. His end was very peaceful. 
His wife and six of his family were with 
him. He died as he had lived, bright, strong 
and confident in his Christian faith and hope. 

One of his verry last connected utterances 
was a verse from the xxiii psalm: “Though 
J walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death I will fear no evil, for thou art with 
me.“ 

For eighteen years past General E. Kir- 
by Smith’s home has been at Sewanéé, on 
the beautiful Cumberland plateau, Where 
General Smith has been professor of botany 
and mathematics in the University of the 
South. 

Edmund Kirby Smith was born in St. 
Augustine, Fla., in May, 1824. His father 
had been an officer in the United States 
army but had retired, became a lawyer 
and was appointed judge of the federal 
courts of the Florida territory. When ten 
years of age, his father having been sent 
to congress from Florida, young Smith 
went to school at the famous Hallowell 
school at Alexandria, Va. After six years 
here he was appointed to West Point, com- 
pleting his course there and graduating 
with honor in the class of 1845, with Fitz 
John Porter, O. P. Stone, W. F. Smith, 
B. E. Lee, Gordon Granger, D. G. Sack- 
ett and many others afterwards distinguish- 
ed as officers in both armies. * 

The record of his achievements in the 
Mexican war and in the late war between 
the states is well knn. He was bre- 
vetted second lieutenant, Fifth United 
States infantry July 1, » and second 
lieutenant in the Seventh infantry August 
22, 1846, for gallant and meritorious con- 
duct in the battle of Cerro Gordo. He 
was made captain August 20, 1847, and 
two years later, when the war closed, he 
was ordered to West Point to assume the 
post of acting assistant professor of math- 
ematics in the National Military academy. 
When it became ry tO survey the 
new boundary established by the Mexican 
war he acted as botanist to the commis- 
sion. 

In 1855 he was made captain of the 
Second cavalry and was constantly engaged 
in frontier warfare till the outbreak of the 
civil war. 

He opposed secession till it was part 
accomplished, but then offered his gwo 
and his life to the new government. ‘His 
offer was accepted and his promotion was 
rapid, as testified to by the list of his com- 
missions. Colonel of cavalry at the first 
organization of the confederate govern- 
ment and army at Montgomery, 1861;

Judge Collins Decides That Acts Directed by 
So-Called Sptrits Are Not Leguh. 

Chicago, March 28.—Judge Collins today 
decided that acts directed by so-called 
spirits are not legal. On this ground, he 
held that deeds of property made by Ira 
B. Eddy to Ellen McGua are void. Eddy 
was an eccentric old citizen of Chicago, who 
believed in spiritualism. The McGua wo- 
man was one of the best spiritualists and 
clairvoyants in this city, and was patronized 
by a great many well-known business, as 
well as professional, men, including mur- 
dered millionaire Snell. Eddy met her 
about twenty years ago, and was infatuated 
with her alleged ability to communicate 
with the shades of departed people. She 
left her husband, Edward McGua, and 
went to live with Eddy. He squandered 
most of his fortune upon her, being led to 
do so by statements from her that the 
spirits directed it. She finally induced him 
to deed to her the remainder of his prop- 
erty, situated at 666 and 669 Fulton street. 
The woman died in 1889, and Eddy com- 
mitted suicide three months later, that he 
might join her in the land of spirits. His 
heirs then began proceedings to have the 
deed set aside, on the ground of undue in- 
fluence, and that he was crazy. 

McGua then stepped in. He wanted to 
secure a portion of the property. “My 
theological ideas may be deficient,” said. 
Judge Collins, “but I must say that I 
don’t believe in spiritualism. I find that 
the deed was executed while Eddy was 
insane, and through fraudulent machina- 
tions of the woman.” McGua listened at- 
tentively to the judge while the decision 
was being rendered, and his face worked 
convulsively when he saw that he had 
lost. The other interested parties were not 
in court.

TROUBLE AHEAD. 


The End Has Not Been Reached with 
the White Caps. 


ARE MAKING THREATS, 


And There Is Every Indication That 
There May Be More Sensations. 


ALL HOUSTON COUNTY ON THE QUI VIVE 


Bxpecting Something to Drop Within the 
Next Twenty-Four Hours—The White 
Cap Crowd a Desperate Ons. 


Fort Valley, Ga., March 28—(Special.)— } J 
It was thought when Marion Bryant and 


Coot Yaughns were bound over yesterday 
that the excitement regarding the white 
caps and the killing of William Hatchett 
would become dormant, but developments 
today show that such thoughts were pre- 
mature. 

About noon reports reached here that 
the people in the neighborhood for several 
miles around where Hackett lived are very 
much wrought up over the finding of the 
court. From the fact that the rumors were 
brought by reliable men, they are given all 
credence, and not idle reports merely to 
keep up excitement over this lawlessness. 

John Hatchett, brother of the dead man, 
reached here about noon “with a pistol show- 
ing from his breast pocket, declaring ven- 
geance on those who sympathized with 
Mr. Bassett and his negroes. He also con- 
demned the finding of the coroner’s jury 
and the verdict of the justice court in 
binding Bryant and Yaughns ee. 
higher courts. ~ 

Law-abiding people do not know how 
to take these reports, which every one be- 
lieves is true and don’t understand why 
there was not some kick on the verdict 
of the coroner’s jury yesterday before 
Bryant and Yaughns were bound over. 
The dead man’s venerable father was at 
the inquest, heard all the evidence that 
was introduced, and after everything was 
brought out could be done Mr. A. 8. 
Martin, for of the jury, asked Mr. 
Hatchett i ere was any question he 
wanted asked any witness, or if he knew 
of any other witness he would like to have 
testify. He replied in the negative. 

After the jury brought in the verdict 
your correspondent approached Mr. Hatch- 
ett and asked his opinion of the verdict. He 
replied: “I think it is fair and just. My 
son was killed on another man’s premises, 
and was warned several times to stop, 
and he ‘heeded their not, going Om to ‘tis | 
doom.” : 

Now the cry is started that it was a 
snap coroner’s jury, and Hatchett's friends 
are threatening to swear out warrants 
against Mr. 8. H. Bassett and four 
of his negroes for murder. None 
of them will make an attempt 
to escape as the law and hosts of the best 
people in this section are on their side. 

Jhn Hatchett was gunning for your cor- 
recpondent awhile this afternoon, after 
being shown a paper containing the accounts 
of the killing and commitment trials. I 
am not too much frightened to get and tran- 
scribe the news and will warn the friends 
of the white caps that they are treading 
on dangerous ground as nothing has been 
sent out but facts adduced at the inquest 
and commitment trial. 

There is no telling or surmising at this 
hour what will come next from either this 
lawless mob or their friends and the pub- 
lie need not be astonished at any reports 
from here for Detective Shackelford, who 
tried some weeks ago to reap Governor 
Northen's handsome rewards for the white 
caps, who committed depredations on this 
same place some weeks ago, says: “This 
is the most accomplished crowd of maraud- 
ers I ever attempted to eatch up with and 
I had to give up my expectation ‘of ever 
pocketing any of the state’s money in fer- 
reting out the perpetrators of that lawless 
crowd.”

EDISON SAYS IT 18 WRONG. 


The Law Making American Patents Expire 
When Prior Foreign Patents Do. 


New York, March 28.—Dispatches from 
Washington intimate that the decision of 
the supr court in the Hubert patent 
case, practically destroys Edison’s quadru- 
plex telegraph patent. Mr. Edison says 
that he believes that the American pat- 
ents on- Ahe quadruplex had already ex- 
pired. He said: 

“The man who framed the law making 
Amercan patents expire when the prior for- 
eign patents expired, was a Himalayan 
jackass. I've never made any money on 
patents except in England. It is supposed 
that the patent laws were made for the 
benefit of inventors, but there is not one 
inventor in à thousand that has any inter- 
est in e final decision of the 
courts. 1 was perfectly indiffer- 
ent to the decision in the incan- 
descent lamp case. If it were thepractice 
of the courts to let the inventor have the 
delay and not the pirates, he would get 
some recompense for his time and labor. 
The American inventors are afraid to apply 
for patents abroad because the lapse of 
time in granting a patent by our govern- 
ment is so great that when they do finally 
grant it the foreign patent has expired, 
and, under the law. the American patent 
expires with it. If an inventor happens to 
put something on the market that is of real 
worth and the pirate sees it the first thing 
the inventor knows he has a powerful rival 
with the haathens to engulf him at the 
start. The pirate claims the invention. 80 
does the real inventor, but it is the latter 
who has to prove his right. and as it takes 
a long while to even prepare hig case, he is 
disheartened. from the beginning. @ cap- 


‘italists draw on the fnventor for a share in 


the invention to pay thé expenses of the 
litigation and as all the odds are against 
him the inventor has little chance. There 
are thousands of bright men in this country 
today who are simply squelched because of 
this absurd law.” : 


THE GIDEON'S BAND CASE. 


Wilson Gets Off Easy—Judgment Suspended, 
‘eae He to Pay the Costs. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 28.—(Special.)— 
Today the case of the state against Otho 
Wilson, as the head of Gideon’s Band, was 
called in the superior court here. 

Wilson is chairman of the third party in 
North Carolina. When one of Wilson’s 
counsel said: While the defendant protests 
innocence, he is willing to enter the plea 
of nolo contendre and to pay the costs of 
prosecution,” the solicitor said: There has 
never been any disposition of the state to 
press this prosecution further than public 
safety demanded. The organization known 
as Gideon’s Band threatened to trammel 
the free expression of the political will of 
the people. Its existence was a violation 
of the law. It was tyrannical and demand- 
ed blind obedience to superiors. Its mem- 
bers were sworn to deny even its existence. 
Its organization was a conspiracy whose 
presence the state would not tolerate. This 
prosecution is to give notice that the stat- 
utes cannot be violated with impunfty. 
The organization is broken up. e de- 
fendant practically confessing his guilt, 
casts himself upon fhe mercy of the court. 
I ask suspension of judginent upon payment 
of costs, which are large.” 

One of the counsel for the defense sald: 
„We are well assured that the order of 
Gideon’s Band never had in North Oaro- 
lina. the least force or real organization, 
and that this prosecution is unjugt and un- 
wise. The defendant was ma scape- 
goat for the alleged political sins of others. 
The he took in the campaign was under 
the etlon and teaching of men a thous- 
and times more influential in every way and 
relation of life.” ) 

Judge Brown said: “While averring his in- 
nocence, Ison, nevertheless, places him- 
self upon the mercy of the court and can 
be sentenced and punished as fully as if 
convicted by jury. This is the first prose- 
eution under this statute and no great good 
will be now accomplished by punishing 
* defendant further than taxing him with 
all costs. It is orderd that judgment be 
suspended and that he be in custody of the 
sheriff until the costs are paid.”

In concluding Mr. Comer asked the com- 
mission to contrast the present condition 
of the Central with its condition only a 
few years ago.

An effort is 
being made to r nize the property 
with a view to holding it together and 
preserving whatever of value the future 
may have in store for its owners, but a 
serious obstacle is presented in the small 
net earnings shown by the books of the 
company. To meet this fact. friends of 
the property have urged that if this is in 
any considerable part the result of too low 
freight rates made by the commission, 
that upon proper presentation of the mat- 
ter to the commission it would doubtless be 
corrected. 

Within the past twelve or thirteen years, 
the commission has reduced rates 44.4 per 
cent. An advance of 25 per cent would 
leave them still 33 1-3 per cent below what 
they were in 1879. 

A Traffic Expert’s Facts. 

Mr. Sol Haas, traflic manager of the 
Richmond and Danville, followed the Cen- 
tral's receiver, and showed how the Rich- 
mond and Danville fares in Georgia. He 
said that he thought $25,000 a mile was 
a modest estimate of the value of the 
road which he represents. On that sum the 
system is not earning 4 per cent. A ques- 
tion was r about the value of stock 
as an evidence of prosperity. Mr. Haas 
denied that the market price of, a railroad 
stock is any criterion by which to judge 
the earnings of a company. He cited the 
Central of Georgia, which in the past five 
years has been really worth nothing like 
par, was selling away above par. He was 
sure that the commission has the intelli- 
gence to get at the true value of the rail- 
road properties in the state, and that it 
could fix rates so that on a just valuation 
they might earn a fair interest. Operating 
expenses have increased largely in the last 
few 12 he stated. Rates have been re- 
duced during the same period. 

Some parts of the system, the gross 
earnings are less than the net earnings 
on other partg. On 31 1-3 per cent of the 
Richmond and Danville’s mileage in this 
state, the gross earnings are only $1,052 per 
mile a year. The operating expenses were 
150 per cent of the total revenue. The 
Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line proper, 
in Georgia, earned $6,000 per mile gross, 
but the Elberton branch earned gross only 

. Citing some examples of reductions 
of the rates on the Air Line Mr. Haas 
mentioned that flour has been decreased 
from 11 cents for fifty miles to 81-2 cents. 
He quoted the reductions for five, ten, forty, 
seventy and ene hundred miles on grain, 
flour and other important articles. Fertil- 
izers have been reduced 25 per cent on car 
load lots since 1881; logs, 40 per cent; lum- 
ber 20 per cent; matches, 20 per 
cent; melons, 40 per cent; mo- 
lasses, 45 per cent; cotton seed, 45 per cent 
on carload lots, and 60 per cent on less than 
carload lots. Some articles have suf- 
fered a reduction of 70 per cent in rates 
since 1881. Mr. Haas complained that 
rates were cut down without notice to the 
roads. He said that there might be roads 
which should never have been built, but 
they are built and if the Richmond and 
Danville was not operating them somehody 
else would be and ata loss. The roads had 
benefitted the property of the people ad- 
jacent to the lines and he thought that 
they ought to contribute to the support of 
the lines. 

Colonel Trammel, chairman of the board, 
inquired if the branches are not feeders to 
the main line. Mr. Haas replied that the 
extent of their feeding can be readily cal- 
culated when it is seen that their total rev- 
enue per mile is only $700 and $800, and 
their cost to the parent company is half as 
much as more or greater, which has to be 
taken from the revenue of the stronger line 
to pay the actual running expenses of the 
weaker.

Being asked about the Northeastern, 
Haas stated that if the commission would 
take it as a gift, it could have it, and the 
Richmond and Danville would be better off.

In North Caro- 
lina, the companies submit the rates and 
the commission approves or refuses them. 

Colonel Trammel read a comparative 
table, showing the Georgia standard rates 
to be lower’ than the North Carolina rates. 
Mr. Haas explained that here in Georgia 
there are numbers of commodity rates. The 
eneral conditions are very different, too. 
The earning capacity of the system in 
North Carolina is greater than in this 
state. In North Carolina, the system pays 
interest on a lease made on $38,000 a 
and has a surplus. It can do nothing 
like this here. “Give us as much as we 
make in North Carolina, and we will be 
perfectly satisfied,” he stated.

It was with surprise and gratification that 
these representatives discovered that the 
trasnportation men Were not after lumber 
and naval stores, but more particularly 
general traffic. Mayor John J. McDon- 
ough, of Savannah, was there to speak 
for the lumbermén. And so were W. B. 
Stillwell, ones of the largest sawmill own- 
ers and shippers in the south; H. H. Tift, 
H. H. Tift, Martin Amorous, D. C. Ba- 
con, Merritt Dixon, of Savannah: Mr. 
Powell and Mr. Smart. John R. Young, 
of Savannah, and Mr. Cassels and Captain 
Miller, of Liberty county, were there for 
the naval store men. 

Most of these gentlemen made short 
speeches... Their commodities were not in 
much danger of being increased, but the 
thought that — a ot it would be as well 
to say something wille they were here. 
The naval store factors showed that rosin- 
and turpentine pay over $800,000 a year 
revenue to the roads in this state. Rates 
have not been reduced and therefore they 
did not think that the roads could reason- 
ably ask for an advance on those articles. 

The lumbermen argued that their rates 
have been advanced and they brought out 
the fact pretty clearly that the railroad 
traffic men feel that lumber has all the 
charge it ought to have now. The lum- 
bermen were very well pleased to find 
this situation.

Will Atlanta have a primary on the post- 
stership question? 

hat is a question which cannot be read- 
ily answered, but the assertion of Presi- 
dent Cleveland that he would be very glad 
to have the enlightenment which such a 
Norimary would give. has received a great 
deal of thought from citizens, and the pres- 
ident's wish would be heartily seconded if 
such a primary should be called. 

There is no doubt that the people would 
have gone into such a primary with enthu- 
siasm when it was first broached, but when, 
through the work of some alleged expo- 
nent of the presidential mind, he was made 
to appear ab though opposed to it, the mat- 
ter was dropped as impractical. Up to that 
time two of the candidates had expressed 
themselves in favor of any plan which the 
people might have seen fit to agopt. One 
candidate, however, who had a large peti- 
tion signed up in his possession, refused 
to consider the plan. Nevertheless, if a 
primary had been ordered he would have 
respected it, as the other two candidates 
had agread to do. When the alleged pres- 
idential yeto was made public, the other 
two candidates kept up thelr canvass on 
the ground thus forced upon them, and so 
the matter rests. They cannot move in the 
matter of a primary, because they are sat- 
isfied with the position which they, occupy. 

There is another party to the canvass, 
however, and that is the people themselves. 
Irrespective of who is running the people 
feel that on all possible occasions they 
should be consulted. Efforts to throw rid- 
icule upon a feasible plan by suggesting one 
not feasible does not answer the wish of 
the people. There are a great many who 
favor having the primary as an incentive to 
bring out a full vote on the bond election. 
The ease with which the primary could be 
held, is so tempting that the people feel 
challenged to have one. To the argument 
that while such primaries have been held 
in small towns, but never in a city the 
size of Atlanta. it is needless to reply that 
Atlanta is not hemmed in by precedents. 
Atlanta ig the only large city that ever 
made the departure of driving the liquor 
trade out- and attempting to settle a great 
problem all by herself. The pluck of the 
city was the subject of debate al through 
the country. Now if the city would lead 
off in solving the problem of aiding the 
president in the selection of the officers who 
are to assist him in carrying on the govern- 
ment, she will have made quite an adver- 
— and one which will redound to her 
credit. 

Whether a primary is reached or not, the 
discussion of the endorsement of candi- 
dates by such means will educate the people 
up to something which is one of the certain 
developments of the near future.

Whose fault is it that the organization 
of congress, in behalf of the best interests 
of the whole people, is regarded as an 
attack on New England? It is the fault 
of New England alone, if her interests 
are felt to be wrapped up in the tariff 
that robs and the gold standard that 
steals from the wage earners and pro- 
ducers of the country. In every little 
town in New England it is possible to 
find a dozen millionaires, and the cities 
fairly swarm with them. In the south 
and west, there are millions of poverty- 
stricken people, robbed of Me just re- 
turns of their labor by the tariff and 
the single gold standard. 

Turn about is fair play, and, after a 
lapse of more than thirty years, it seems 
to us that the time has come for the 
west and south to enjoy some of the 
benefits of legislation. It does not by any 
means follow that legislation in the inter- 
ests of the south and west means legisla- 
tion against the real interests of New 
England. The millionaires and money 
power of that section form a class by 
themselves, They enjoy their gains with- 
in sight and heafing of all the notes and 
signs of miSery. The farms are dis- 
mantled, the villages are decaying, and 
the old-time spirit of New England has 
departed. 

We say. therefore, that to reduce the 
tariff to a revenue basis, and to restore 
silver to our currency, will help and not 
hurt New. England. The profits of the 
niiflionaires will not be so large, and the 
increase in the value of gold will cease. 
but the great mass of the pédple will

An Englishman on the South. 

A prominent British merchant, who 
recently traveled through the south, is 
quoted in The Washington Post as saying: 

I cannot say whether I am more surprised 
by the vastness of its territory or the prac- 
tically illimitable extent of its resources. It 
is astonishing to a European, and each of its 
aspects is more wonderful than the other. I 
expected to find a country still governed by 
old ideas, old manners, and old customs, still 
suffering with the slothful life of the past 
and still showing the slumbrous characteris- 
tics of a land where slaves are owned. I never 
saw a more entérprising set of people, and 
they all seem to want to make money as fast 
as possible. Smoke ig pouring from the chim- 
neys of the factories, and the whir of ma- 
chinery is more noticeable than the sighing 
of the breeze in the magnolias. They tell me 
that all of this has come about within the 
past twenty years and that northern capital 
has done it. If so, it is the best possible evi- 
dence that your war is ended. Still the south 
is not more than one-tenth developed. What 
it will be fifty years hence the mind of man 
cannot conceive. I am traveling simply for 
pleasure, and have not the remotest intention

Our Geological Interests. 

We called attention to the fact, tht 
other day, that the geological interests of 
Georgia are now more important than 
ever, and should receive the fostering 
care of the state. 

The survey which has unfortunately 
been cut short by the complications re- 
sulting in the practical wiping out of our 
geological department has only cost, up 
to date, about twenty thousand dollars, 
and one investment of outside capital, as 
a result of that survey, will amply repay 
us for the money the state has expended. 
We allude to the recent investment of 
$50,000 in Floyd county, where a com- 
pany will go to work at once making 
alumina, which will afterwards be con- 
verted into aluminum at the Pittsburg 
works. The red-clay lands of Georgia 
contain an inexhaustible supply of this 
precious metal, and the new cheap pro- 
cess of producing it will cause it to be in 
demand everywhere. A few years ago, 
it cost $10 a pound to produce aluminum. 
Now it can be produced at a cost of 50 
cents a pound, with a prospet of reducing 
it to 18 cents. 

Without the information obtained by our 
geological survey, this new industry 
would doubtless have been lost to us. 
This is only one instance of the benefit 
to be derived from the progressive policy. 
of-unveiling our hidden resources and 
exhibiting them to the world. From a 
geological point of view, Georgia is one 
of the richest regions on the globe, and 
all that iS needed to draw capital and 
enterprise here is to turn our old red. 
hills inside out and point to their 
treasures. By all means, let us estabiish 
an efficient geological department, with 
a compétent and fesponsible head. 


An interesting Criminal.

This is a homely way of stating a well - 
known financial fact. Gold is not the 
circulating medium of the people. It 
plays a small part in our daily transac 
tions, and, when it is really needed in 
an emergency, it hunts a secure hiding 
place, or goes out of the country. Just 
as soon as it shows itself, and is ready to 
meet the demand for it, the demand sud- 
denly ceases. 
„The same thing is, to a great extent, 
true of all money, whether coin or paper. 
The creditor classes must have it when it 
is very scarce, but they do not want it 
when the debtor classes are well supplied 
with it The Dutchman was on this line 
when he said: “If you have not got the 
money, I must have it, but, if you have 
got the money, I don't want it.” 

Seriously speaking, it is encouraging to 
find the treasury declining these offers 
of gold. It shows that there is no great 
scarcity of that kind of money in the 
country, and it will reassure timid people 
who were afraid that Europe was drain- 
ing us of all our gold. Neviving confidence 
will make money easier, and capitalists 
will turn it loose when they see that 
people are able to get along without 
their assistance.

“What are your thoughts on the financial 
situation?’ 


The democratic platform calles for some 
sort of bi-metallism not very clearly defined, 
but says nothing about the national banks. 
Our view is this: That the currency is a 
thing that the government ought to make 
and regulate in value. That is the way our 
fathers thought about it and that is their 
opinion expressed in the constitution of the 
United States. But under our system at 
present the government does not make the 
money, does not regulate its volume and does 
not ux its price. On the other hand, they 
farm out to one set ‘of corporation the right 
to use that governinental function for pri- 
vate gain, when we say that it should be 
exercised by the government itself for the 
benefit of all the people. The national banks 
deriv a princely revenue from the priv- 
ilege of creating money, issuing it and pre- 
cribing the terms on which the business

not get this profit at all and we hold that 
if any is to be made by that function it

“Under any system of finance whose cri- 
terian is justice commodities will always ex- 
change on the basis of their Inbor cost. 
This price cannot always be fixed. It is 
subject to change, but at some time when 
commodities are left to themselves to ex- 
change on their own basis—their true cost— 
the labor price is the value to which they 
always gravitate and at which most of them 
will exchange. This system is just to every- 
body, because beginning with justice to 
the man who produced the cotton, 
wheat or corn, it necessarily car- 
ries justice with it in all other processes 
of manufacture, barter and exchange and 
consumption. But when, by legislation. 
you have 282 that natural basis of 
exchange, officially enhanced the price of 
gold and every debt that gold has as 
against the producing part of the country, 
then you have made commodities exchange 
not on the basis of their labor, cost or use- 
fulness in consumption, but you have made 
them go to market and take the price that 
gold, artificially enhanced as before stated, 
is able to dictate. This unsettles the laws 
of trade. it is unjust to the laborers, and 
that injustice commencing at the bottom of 
the scale, follows the commodity, through 
all subsequent stages and évery debt in the 
country commands an amount of commodi- 
ty at the time of collection that was never 
dreamed of at the time of its creation—at 
the time the debt was made.

And the capitalists, in 
getting Judge Ricks to decide that the gov- 
ernment would put out its strong arm and 
compel the engineer to stand with his hand 
on the throttle whether he wanted to or not 
have made a step in our direction that may 
not be clearly realized now, but will be 
seen hereafter. If the government has 
any power on earth to say that the striker, 
the laborer. suall not vex or harass the 
railroad company or the community when he 
wants to enforce what he deems his rights, 
the logie of that decision is plain. It is 
that it the government is to regulate the 
laborer it will have to also regulate-the 
employer. Taking hold of the man who

A Satisfactory Tariff Reform. 


“What is the extent of tariff reform that 
would be acceptable to you and to your 


‘friends, should the democratic party en- 


deavor to méet their demands in good rea- 
son?“ 

While I am a free trader and expect to 
adhere to that view, yet I think if we had 
an income tax which really taxed, and put 
a reasonably large assessment on large in- 
comes ahd grew with the income, and the 
tariff should be so adjusted that the duties 
fell largely on articles of luxury and left 
the necessaries of life on the free list, the 
great bulk of the people would be satisfied 
with such a system. Yet 1 do 
not believe the whole peopte will 
ever be fully satisfiedd until articles 
of necessity are untaxed—for, until this is 
done, the taxes will touch a large number 
of people, and they will protest agdinst 
them, and ought to protest.” 

The Railroad Question. 


Mr. Watson dwelt with earnestness upon

Each party in the 
senate is controlled by men who as closely 
watch the interests of these corporations 
as an attorney ever watched the interests 
of his client. The election of senators by 
the people would be an initial step towards 
any practical legislation along that line. 
Reorganize the senate and make it a popu- 
lar body, rather than a club-of miltionaires, 
or senators on the picket line to watch the 
interests of some enormous corporation, 
and the reform of this railroad evil is but 
a question of time. I think the rank and 
file of the democratic party, at least south 
and west, is in favor of such reform.”

What is your view of the future of the 
parties in this country?”

But there must 
be a party between where the democratic 
party now stands and the mass of the 
people.

and eastern capital to that state. Mr. Dar- 
gan has been enlisted in the trust company 
to be established here and has agreed to 
take an interest in it. 

Ten days ago he and Mr. Hurt visited 
Baltimore with a view of forming alliances 
there. Upon their return a meeting of the 
parties interested was called and the move- 
ment fairly commenced. 

Already more than half the stock is in 
sight and the trust company is an assured 
institution for Atlanta. 

This matter has been presented also to 
the Commercial Travelers’ Savings bank, 
composed largely of active business men 
in Atlanta and neighboring towns in the 
state. The Commercial avelers’ Sav- 
ings bank has over 250 stockholders, and 
has provided in its charter features for 
a trust business. It is highly probable

A Few Weeks Ago He Drew a Salary of 
$35 Per Week,'Btit Lésing His Place, 
Was Tempied to Steal. 


When the giant machinery of the law gets 
under full headway it cau transform à man 
from a . gehilémah to a convict 
as eXpeditionsly as a stroke of lightning 
can tear up a tree by its roots. 

Yesterday morning Frank Henning was 
a respectablé, well dressed, well mannered 
young mau. moving in good society. Last 
night he was in jail, a convict, waiting to 
de transferred to thé public works. Dur- 
fhg the day he had undergone the ruinous 
process which robs a man of place and 
name and leaves him branded for life. In 
nine hotirs’ time he had been arrested for 
stealing from his trusted friend; had been 
locked im the police station, had confessed 
the crime, had been carried to the city crim- 
mal court, tried, convicted, sentenced and 
seit to the county jaila conviet. 

All of which makes a sad story. but a not 
very unusual one. Frank tenting has 
lived in Atlanta à bButiiber Of years aud is 
very well kown. He stood extremely well 
with his acquaintances and friends and was 
well recommended wherever he went. He 
was a shoe finisher, an expert at the busi- 
ness and his services were always sought 
rather than offered, : : 

Since the opening of Moore’s shee face 
tory he has been at work there and drew & 
weekly salary of 835. This was not con- 
sidered an extravagant salary tor a man of 

worth in his line of business. Some 
time ago Henning began to drink and go 
with dissolute companions. These twin 
evils had their sinister effect upen him, and 
his employers were not slow in noticing 
the change that had come over him and 
spoke to and remonstrated with him about 


It seems that the advice of his employers 
fell upon unheeding ears and Henning con- 
tinued to tread the downWafd road.

On Behalf of the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, to Take the Savaniah 
and Western itom Ar. Comer. 


Information has just been received from 
Savannah that Judge Pardee has assigned 
for hearing, before himself, at Montgomery, 
Ala., on Saturday, April 1st, the application 
of the Central Trust Company of New York 
presented by Hon. Henry B. Tompklus, 
of Atlanta, to take the Sa vahnal and West- 
ern railroad out of the hands of Mt. Comer 
and place the same in the hands of an inde- 
péndent receiver. 

The entire capital stock of thé Savannah 
and Western Railroad Company is owned 
by the Central Railroad and Banking Com- 

any of Georgia and the Savannah and 

Vestern railroad lines, comprising some 
623 miles, form one of the ost important 
divisions of thé Central railroad system. 

It is composed of tlie following divisions: 
The road from Meldrit on the Central 
railroad, about twenty miles from Savan- 
nah, running to the town of Lyons where 
it connects with the Savannah, Americus 
aud Montgomery railway; the road from 
Ameficus via Columbus, to Birmingham, 
Ala from Columbus, Ua., to Greenville, 
Aa.; from Grimm, Ga,, to Chattauooga, 
Teun.; from Upelika, Ala., to Roaucke, Ala. 
and from Eufaula, Ala., to Usark, Ala. 
The Savannah and Western Railway Com- 
pany owus also a majority of the capital 


Stock of the SavAunah and Ogeechee canal, 


forming a part of the Wharf property of 
the Central system at Savatinah. 
The 65,000, tripartite bonds, under 
which the present foreclosure proceedings 
are taking place in the ¢cirtuit court at Sa- 
vannah, eover only the Uehtral’s main stem 
and the Southwestern. ag were some 
7,000, 000 of bonds issued on the properties 
of the Savannah and Western Railroad 
Company: The Central Trust Company, 
as trustee for the bondholders of thd Sa-

A GENERAL RAISE OF SALARIES, 


Captains, Sergeants, Station House Keep- 
ers, Wagon Men and Call Officers to 
Have a Finger in the Pie. 


The biennial inspection of the police force 
did not occur at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon according to the announced programme 
of the board of police commissioners. 

Its postponement was due to the unavoid- 
able absence of Captain J. W. English, 
chairman of the board. He suddenly found 
yesterday morning that. his business engage- 
ments would not admit of his being present 
at the inspection and he gave orders that it 
be declared off for the day. The officers 
and other commissioners were placed on 
notice and it was announced that the in- 
spection would occur this afternoon at 3 
o'clock, instead of yesterday afternoon. 

Orders were issued instructing all the mem- 
bers of the force to be on hand at that hour 
today and the big parade will soon be gone 
through with. This inspection, by the way, 
is a sort of perfuntory show that has to be 
om through with every two years just be- 

ore the election in keeping with established 

recedent. It may be, however, that the 

ate of some of the patrolmen will be de- 
cided for better or for worse by the wa 
they show up this afternoon. They will 
take pains to look their very best and the 
show will be better than usual when the 
police get out on parade. 

The election is the all absorbing topic 
among the wearers of the blue and brass 
buttons. It directly concerns all of them 
and they are very anxious for it to be over. 
Even though they have the approval of a 
clear conscience, they are not absolut 
sure what the verdict in their cases wi 
be and are on the seat of the anxious. 

Apropos of the election another matter 
has been quietly working in police circles 
the past week. It is a strong movement 
to get an increase in pay of captains, ser- 
geants, station house keepers, call officers 
and wagonmen. A table of salaries for 
these officers has been arranged by a certain 
councilman and he is hard at work among 
the councilmen trying to secure their en- 
dorsement of the scheme before placing it 
before council. ‘ 

It is said that if the endorsement of a 
sufficient number of councilmen to pass the 
measure is secured a called meeting of the 
council will be held on Friday and the pro- 

sed change will be submitted to the city 
awmakers. The table allows the following 
salaries: Captains, $1,500 per annum; 
sergeants, $90 per month; detectives, $90 
per month; station house keepers, $90; wagon- 
men and call officers $75 per month. 

The salaries now received by these offi- 
cials are as follows: Captains, $1,200 per 
annum; sergeants, station house keepers 
and detectives $75 per month each: callmen 
and wagonmen $60 each. The callmen and 
wagonmen are on duty twelve hours and 
their duties are more laborious than those of 
a regular patrolman. It is but a matter of 
justice that they receive the increase in 

ay. All the officers favor the increase. 

e detectives are on duty from 8 o’clock a. 
m. to 9 o’clock p. m. A great deal of work 
devolves upon the station house keepers 
and it is constantly increasing in volume. 
The salary now paid the station house keep- 
ers was fixed when the work required of 
them was much less than at present. 

All the officers named feel that they are 
justly entitled to increased pay, especially 
since the chief of police and chief of detec- 
tives got such a handsome raise.

HANDSOME RUGS ARE ON THE FLOOR. 


Dan Hood, Who Killed Mr. Charles Watts, 
of Fayette County, Again Brought 
to Atlanta for Safe Keeping. 


Soft, downy rugs, neat little tidies, white 
linen, and any number of other luxugies 
that make life pleasant transformed a dingy, 
ill-smelling room at the county jail into a 
picturesque and habitable apartment yes 
terday morning. 

It was the room to which Mrs. Jeannette 
Hammond was assigned and a woman's 
deft fingers had wrought the wonderful 
change. The grease spotted floor was 
spread with richly colored rugs. The pris- 
on cot was made up with clean, white linen, 
and nice bed clothing. A washstand was 
arranged in one corner of the room, and a 
flowered washbowl and pitcher placed upon 
it. Other little things were scattered about 
the room to give it as cheerful and as pleas- 
ant a look as possible. , 

Soon after i herself in the room, 
Mrs. Hammond Tequested the jailers to al- 
low no one to see her, and straightway be- 
came as exclusive as Miss Julia Force. By 
the ny, Mrs. Hammond’s room is directly 


opposite that occupied by Miss Force. It 
is on the first floor and has twu windows 
looking into Fraser street. Heretofore, it 
has been used by a dozen moonsbiners as 
sleeping quarters. 

One of Mrs. Hammond's first acts at 
the jail was to engage the services of the 
negro girl who constantly looks ofter the 
wants of Miss Force to perform the same 
office for her. She, posted the girl to al- 
low no one to enter the room without first 
asking her. She was in moody spirits and 
refused to see reporters. Last week she 
gladly talked with the newspaper men. 

Her only visitors during the day were Mr. 
Hurbert Culberson and Mr. W. T. Moyers, 
her lawyers, aud her father. The latter 
spent a couple of hours with her and talk- 
ed over the case. He returned later in the 
day with a many things from her 
home at Bellwood and proceeded to make 
comfortable the room in which his daughter 
was confined. The old man is a steadfast 
believer in his daughter's innocence. 

Mrs. Hammond is not confined on the 
same floor with Lewis Redwine, but her 
room is at the foot of the stairway and 
is at the head. As he rarely ever leaves 
his room, it is not likely that the two 
meet often. 


To Save His Neck. 


Dan Hood, the big mulatto negro who 
murdered Mr. Charley Watts, a prominent 
planter of Fayette -county last Christmas, 
was yesterday brought back to the Atlanta 
jail from Fayetteville, where he has bean 
on trial for his life. He was brought to 
Atlanta by Sheriff Jim Hewlett. 

Hood’s trial ended Monday, and he was 
sentenced to a term of twenty years in the 
penitentiary. The verdict did not meet 
with the approval of the good people of 
Fayette county, who thought that Hood 
should have been hung, and they expressed 
their dissatisfaction openly. It was feared 
they would manifest their disapproval of 
the verdict of the court by offering vio- 
lence to Hood, and Sheriff Hewlett deter- 
mined upon removing him to the Atlanta 
jail, which was done. 

It is no doubt a good thing for Hood 
that the removal was effected. He was 
once before saved from the an wrath 
of the populace in Fayette county. It will

EUBANKS 18 DECLARED NOT GUILTY. 


Marion Barnett Testified Yesterday in Be- 
half of J. W. Bubanks— The Govern- 
ment Failed to Convince the Jury. 


J. W. Eubanks, who was charged with 
being an accomplice of Marion Barnett, 
the counterfeiter, was released yesterday 
by the United States court. 

A large number of witnesses testified for 
the government to the fact that Eubanks 
had passed counterfeit money, which fact 
was not denied by the defendant. 

The defense brought in a large number 
of witnesses to testify as to the good char- 
acter of the defendant. Among the wit- 
nesses for the defense was Marion Barnett, 
who, after some little sparring between 
Mr. Jordan, attorney for Eubanks, and 
the district attorney, was allowed to go 
upon the stand. 

Barrett testitied that he had had nothing 
to do with Eubanks in the way of partner- 
ship. He stated that he had met Eubanks 
one night last December in front of the 
Kimball house and.that Eubanks had ask- 
ed him to loan him 1 or $3. This Barnett 
said he did, giving zubanks $3; $2.50 of it 
in 50 cent pieces and the rest in nickels. 
He also stated that Eubanks had come to 
him and demanded that he refund him 
Some good money in the place of three 50 
cent coins and five nickels. This he did. 

Eubanks, the defendant, was then sworn 
and testified the same as Barnett, except 
that he stated that he made a demand upon 
Barnett for money which he claimed was 
due him, and that Barnett had given him 
$3, a portion of which proved to be counter- 
feit, and testified to by Barnett. 

The jury was out only a short while, and 
accepted the defendant's plea of not guilty.

He Defends Real Estate Owners and Agents. 
Editor Constitution: In your columns 
this morning on the. editorial page headed 
“The Passing the following quo- 
tation from “a hotel man” was made: 

“People wonder always,” said a hotel 
man last night, “what makes Atlanta 
grow. Why, there are three men here 
now from the north looking for locations 
for factories that want to transplant them- 
selves from Ohio, Pennsylvania and Mas- 
sachusetts to Atlanta. they come 
they will bring about a million of dollars 
of capital and several hundred skilled arti- 
sans who work upon lines of manufacture 
not now pursued in this city. They have 
found, they tell me, but one objection to 
Atlanta, and that is that as soon as their 
purpose is suspected owners and agents 
rush up the prices of real estate. That is 
a constant complaint we hear from pros- 
pectors and it is deplerable that such a 
greedy spirit should be manifested. 1 sup- 

ose it is a weakness of human nature, 

ut it hurts the city. If a remedy could 
be found for that evil many large indus- 
tries might be readily induced to come to 
Atlanta.” 

The “hotel man” does injustice to both 
owners and agents of real estate. These 
two classes of citizens are directly inter 
ested in the establishment here of manu- 
facturing plants. The reasons are mani- 

est. Owners realize cash for non-in- 
come paying investments and have a new 
influence to enhance values of other hold- 
ings of real estate. Agents, likewise, are 
factors in locating manufacturers here, be- 
cause they not only at once receive a com- 
mission on the property sold, but they un- 
derstand that manufacturers bring both 
money and people to the city and largely 
increase the demand for homes. But the 
“hotel man” says, “they have found, they 
tell me, but one objection to Atlanta, and 
that is that as soon as their purpose is 
suspected owners and agents rush up the 
price of real estate.” I wish to deny this 
as far as my firm or agency is concerned 
and I frankly state that I do not believe 
other agents or owners do so. On the 
contrary, my own observation is that both 
owners and agents are reddy to meet man- 
ufacturers more than half way, and to 
even reduce prices to sell to them. In 
some instances owners, knowing the ad- 
vantage of locating a large manufacturing 
plant on their roperty, are willing to 
donate a site. ‘or instance, the gentle- 
men purchasing the site fr the car works 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia railroad recently, by going a very 
short distance further- out on the same rail- 
road, where there is already a switch and 
depot, would have been donated a site. 
And so of the three men now looking for 
locations for factories that want to trans- 
plant themselves from Ohio, Pennsylva- 
nia and Massachusetts to Atlanta,” most 
liberal terms and low prices can and will 
be given them. The trouble with pros- 
pectors in many cases is that they select 
particular sites which, for various reasons, 
owners do not wish ‘to sell at the time, 
and of course in such cases prices are 
purposely made high or prohibitory. But 
there are always good sites to be had at 
reasonable prices—yes, prices the same as 
before it was ever “suspected” that partic“ 
iar purchasers of manufacturing sites 
were desiring them; and I do not believe 
that “the hotel man” quoted can name a 
single owner or agent who has “rushed 
up the price” simply because he “suspect 

ed” That a manufacturer wished to buy a 
particular lot for a plant. 

Atlanta owners and agents and people of 
the city generally welcome and encourage 
manufacturers fo come here and they are 
always ready to aid them in procuring 
suitable sites at fair prices. Respectfully,
